Westens Union vs. Atiantic & Pacific Bat- 
teries. 

Crvcrmmati, O., March 30.—In the Court of 
Common Pieas of Hamilton County, O., Judge 
Burnet yesterday rendered a decision in the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
against the Marietta & Cincinnati Railroad 
Company, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, and the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Com- 
pany, granting a perpetual injunction against 
the use of a wire recently erected between Cin- 
cinnati and Parkersburg by the defendants. 
The Court in rendering the decision stated that 
he had held the case for some time in the hope 
that he should be advised of the result of the 
litigation in Baltimore, which it was supposed 
would affect this controversy. The petition con- 
tained a prayer to enjoin them from putting up 
the wire, but before the case came up for hearing 
the wire had, in faet, been already strung and 
connected with the office of the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Company in this city, so that the prayer for 
an mjunction to prevent the defendants from 
the use of such wire is now al! that is ted 
to the Court. In the year 1857 the ta & 
Cincinnati Railroad Company, as originally 
organized, entered into a contract with Amos 
Kendalband others, partners under the name of

Nuw Tonk, March 30.— The railroad war 18 
likely to result to the advantage of Chicago 
shippers very decidedly. William H. Vander- 
-bilt has expressed himself freely. Im the eourse 
of an interview he said he knew the Baltimore

Ali the railroads 
ean do now is wt along as well and as eco- 
nomically as possible until better times. Then, 
perhaps, there may be business enough for all.“ 
Mr. Vanderbilt also charged that the Baltimore 
& Ohio not only discriminated against New 
York in the matter of rates, but paid a premium 
to vessela to clear from that port.

NIAGARA SUSPENSION BRIDGE.

Suspmnsion Buben, CANADA Sips, March 
80.—The engineers appointed by the Niagara 
Suspension Bridge Company to examine and re- 
port upon the stability of the suspension bridge 
completed their work this evening, and report, 
in effect, that the foundation, cables, etc., are in 
good condition, and the bridge entirely safe for 
tae carriage of regular trains. The Commission- 
erm consist of W. Milner Roberts, Chief En- 
gi Northern Pacific Railroad; J. E. Sickles, 
Uhief Engineer Union Pacific Railroad; and W. 
H. Paine, Assistant Engineer New York & 
Brooklyn Bridge. Detailed report giving the 
testa, with drawings, etc., will be published in a 
ew days.

If the people who directly and indirectly 
pay the taxes of the community, and those 
who are interested in the business prosperity 
of Chicago, desire to assure the continuance 
of the economy and retrenchment policy of 
the past year, they must pursue precisely the 
same course in these two respects which 
enabled them to rescue the Gity Government 
from the tax-eaters a year ago. 


; GRAIN INSPECTION. 

The effort now being made to obtain a 
change in the law regulating the inspection 
of grain in this city is being very widely 
discussed in commercial circles; and sur- 
prisingly wide differences of opinion are met 
with in regard to it. The general expres- 
sion, however, is decidedly favor of a 
radical change from present conditions. The 
inspection of grain in Chicago is one of the 
most important trusts in the United States. 
About fifty million dollars’ worth of grain 
pass through this city each year, or nearly 
one million dollars’ worth per week; and 
the selling value of a great proportion of all 
this property is determined for the owner 
by servants of the State. Strange as it may 
seem, since 1873 there has not been at the 
head of this department a man who claimed 
to be a good judge of the value of grain. 
The Chief Inspector.is confessedly unable to 
critically pass upon the acts of his subor- 
dinates, and, even if he should find fault, 
he is powerless remove them. And 
the men who own the property, and ought 
to have something to say about its value, are 
powerless as the Chief Inspector, however 
great may be their knowledge. It is true that 
there is a right of appeal on general princi- 
ples to a triumvirate having their headquar- 
ters in Springfield, 186 miles from Chicago, 
and a right of appeal in individual cases to 
another trio in this city. But the machinery 
of the latter process is so expensive to the 
owners of the property as to deter them 
from appealing in many cases where they 
feel themselves wronged. Add to all this 
the fact that the. greater part of the prop- 
erty thus treated is owned by the people of 
other States than Illinois, and the reader 
may gain some idea of the enormity perpe- 
trated under the name of law and justice. 
The system is in direct and open conflict 
with two provisions of the Constitution. 
It assumes the right to tax the commerce of 
other States, and prevents the injured par- 
ties from obtaining even partial justice with- 
out cost. 

There are, however, some parties who 
claim that the change asked for would not 
be for the best interest of the trade. They 
say that the abandonment of the inspection 
by the State would be to place it in the 
hands of a body of men, the majority of 
whom are not interested in preserving the 
integrity of the grades and the purity of the 
system. They allege that if the Board of 
Trade, with its noble army of scalpers, did 
not rule it. the receivers would be the gov- 
erning power, and that the receivers of grain 
would reduce standards of quality so that 
buyérs would be deterred from purchasing. 
It is probable that the latter charge is based 
on a misapprehension of the situation. It 
does not seem desirable that the Board of 
Trade, as a body, should control the inspec- 
tion ; while it is only right and proper that 
the control should rest with parties inside 
the Board, which is the leading representa- 
tive of the grain in‘erests of the Northwest. 
The receivers do not claim the right to 
be the sole judges of quality; but it is not 
likely that if they had the unreserved con- 
trol they would act so as to destroy the mar- 
ket for the property they had to sell. The 
dealers in dry goods and gr>céries are not 
apt to make such mistakes, or if they do the 
remedy is supplied as soon as the error is 
discovered. It is safe to say that they could 
scarcely make the thing worse than it now 
is,—things having come to such a pass that 
the same grade of barley in different houses 
has a range of 7 to 10 cents per bushel. 

The proposition has bech made, and it is 
favorably received by many of those who 
have heard it, that the supervision of the in- 
spection shall be vested in a committee of 
five members of the Board of Trade, to be 
appointed by the State; this committee to 


A committee thus composed might be ex- 
pected to govern without much partiality for 
either side, provided that good men were 
chosen. 

In whatever way_it be accomplished, it is 
highly desirable that the dealers in grain 
should return to strict business as 
soon as possible. The idea of an “ clastic 
inspection,” of which so much has been said, 
is the veriest bosh. The idea of lowering

THE GERMAN MILITARY POWER. 

An interesting movement of a military 
character, looking to future emergencies, is 
now going on in Germany, and has commenced 
to attract the attention of the other European 
Powers. The military authorities want more 
troops, and propose to add 450,000 men to 
the 1,200,000 now subject to call, by adding 
a fourth battalion to each regiment, which 
would give an installment of about 530,000 
men each year with the colors, and 1,650,000 
men subject to call. In defense of this ex- 
traordinary demand, the military authorities 
contend that they have two enemies in 
Europe, France on the west, which is rap- 
idly recuperating from its losses in the 
Franco-German campaign, and is panting for 
revenge, and the vast Russian Empire on the 
east. The alliance between Germany and 
Russia they look upon as only concerning 
the Eastern question. Meanwhile Denmark 
has had no special friendship for Germany 
since the days of Schleswig-Holstein, 
and Austria is by no means in active sympa- 
thy with her, although not inimical. They 
are afraid, therefore, that in an emergency 
they have not men enough to cope with 
Frapce and Russia combined against them. 
Although afraid of neither singly, they are 
afraid of a Franco-Russian alliance, and fear 
that they will not be able to have a war with 
one at a time, but that when war comes they 
will be assaulted by both, and most likely 
at a time when Germany is unprepared. 

The movement, however, meets with the 
most violent opposition upon the part of the 
people. They are already burdened down 
to the earth with the depression of finance 
and industry, and are struggling with a 
panic as sweeping and disastrous as our own 
was. They are wearied out with the overpres- 
sure of military exactions. Germany is already 
a vast military camp in time of peace. 
There is hardly such a thing as home-life in 
a country where home-life is as highly prized 
asin ourown. They bring forward the seri- 
ous objection that this constant military 
training, drilling, and campaigning in a time 
of peace is injuring Germany, just as an 
athlete may be trained to such a point as to 
absolutely weaken him. The strongest argu- 
men which is made, however, against this in- 
crease of the army is the declaration that 
Germany always has a piece on the board 
that can check Russia and France, and that 
is Poland. The lion’s share of that unfortu- 
nate country is held by Russia, and the Poles 
hate the Russians with an undying hatred. 
Austria has but a small slice, Those of the 
Poles under German rule are Ultramontanes, 
and are not thoroughly loyal to Germany, 
either politically or religiously. The first and 
last hope of the Poles is to-day what it has 
been since the partition, that they may some 
day be a nation again. If, therefore, the 
Germans are ever pressed to the wall, if Rus- 
sia and France join hands against them, they 
are always in a position to declare the recon- 
struction of the Polish Kingdom with a Ger- 
man Catholic Prince of the HonenzouuzEn 
family for King. That family still has abun- 
dant and excellent material left in it for the 
manufacture of Kings. Napouzon might 
have saved his throne had he been far-sight- 
ed enough to have done this. The Germans 
have it in their power to reconstruct 15,000,- 
000 of deadly enemies of Russia at any time, 
and making them active allies, by simply 
proclaiming Polish independence and ceding 
back the territory taken from them by Fun- 
men the Great. If they will make this 
sacrifice, the Germans do not need to in- 
crease their army. They always have this 
extra arrow in their quiver, and it is wiser to 
use it than to exhaust the people with this 
drain, which tends to par- 
alyze industry and to render them discon- 
tented with their own Government.

Goldwin Smith Favors Annexation. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Toronto, Ont., March 30.—A special cable- 
gram from London to-day says Goldwin Smith's 
article on the political destiny of Canada covers 
thirty pages of the Jortnightly Review for 
April. It is devoted to proving the desirability 
of union with the United States. He says Ca- 
nadian nationality is a lost cause, and that ulti- 
mate union with the States is morally certain. 
The economical advantages to Canada of such 
a continental union would be immense. It 


would be no menace to England, but the re- 
verse, and would introduce mto the United 
States councils questions of a commer- 
cial and diplomatic character with an 
element favorable to England, which influence 
would be of the greatest value. There is but a 
faint chance of building up Canada as a rival of 
the United States, while, in case of war with 
England, the greatest danger would be removed 
and Canada would gain both wealth and 
strength.

The seven com as 
united, made a feeble effort to follow Custer down 
the right bank, and then the whole command re- 
treated to a line of bluffs, and there sustained an 
attack which lasted from 6 to d p. m, with a loss 
of eighteen men killed and forty-six wounded. 
Reno had previonsly lost three officers and — 
nine men killed and seven wounded, principally in 
his retreat from the timber across the river to the 
bluffs, from the fire of their pursuers. 

Benteen, from the time he left Custer till he 

oined Reno, seems to have been occupied as fol- 
ows: He found no Indians on the left of the 
stream, and recrossed it, and rejoined the main 
trail. At some time not far from nown he met a 
Sergeant bringing orders to McDougall to hurry ap 
the pack tram, and a mile farther he was met by a 
trumpeter bringing a written order from Custer's 
Adjutant to this effect: ‘* Benteen, come on; vig 
village: quick; bring packs.” A mile and a 
half farther on he first eame- in sight of the valley 
and the Little Big Horn, and there sawa few dis- 
mounted men fighting a large body of Indians, and 
a mounted party retiring across the river. He 
joined thie party, found that it was Reno's, and 
that Custer was pot in that part of the feld. He 
says that no one in Reno's command was able 
to inform him of the whereabouts of Custer. He 
remained with Reno from this time. 

Custer moved rapidly dewn the right bank of the 
Little Big Horn till he reached a ford, about oppo- 
site the middle of the long Indian village, and there 
he made an unsacceseful effort to cross. Reno had 
retired from the field by this time, and the whole 
creat force of Indians was tree to concentrate on 
Custer. They did so, and the flacht was not finished 
till near sunset. Custer leit some dead men and 

horses at the ford. From this point he was driveu 
back to make successive stands on the h 
ground. Calhoun's company seems to have n 
throwu across the line of retreat to check the In- 
dians. At a distance of about three-quarters of a 
mile from the river the whole of it lay dead, in an 
irregular line, with its officers, Caihoun and Crit- 
tenden, in place in the rear. About a wile farther 
to the rear Keogh's company was found dead in 
position. A little further to the rear Custer 
seems to have made his last stand. Here were 
found the bodies of himself of several officers, 
and of thirty-two men of Yates’ company. The 
bodies of the officers and men of the co of 
Capt. Custer aad Capt. Smith were fo partly 
along a neighboring ravine, and partly at a point 
near the river, where a line drawn through the ra- 
vine terminates. 

This is a sad story, —five r of cavalry of 
the United States army, with ter in command, 
8 to a man by savages. Who was to 

lame? We are not able to study the question 
thoroughly, as we nave not the means of 
the altera pars, and therefore we limit ourselves 
to stating the substance of what our author says, 
without undertaking to pronounce judgment, 
Capt. Whittaker says that Custer's rapid promotion 
had caused much jealousy, and that his severe dis- 
cipline made him enemies; that the President nad 
become incensed with him because of his testimo- 
ny in the Belknap investigation; that his hostility 
caused his displacement from the command of the 
expedition from Fort Lincoln; that his loss of 
favor in high quarters, shown by this dis- 
pracement, made Re and Benteen siow to 
obey or willing to disobey his orders; that his 
plan of action on the 25th of June was consistent 
with his uniform system of attacking always on 
more than one side, and on all sides if possible; 
that the re was appropriatg to the circumstances, 
and would have succeeded b&t for the incapacity or 
disobedience of his chief subordinates; and, to 
sum up, that, if Reno and Benteen had obeyed his 
orders, and attacked the southern end of the village 
heartily with their commands, he with his five or 
six companies would have taken the Indians in 
flank and rear just when the front attack was claim- 
ing all their attention, and would have made the 
battle of the Little Big Horn Custer’s greatest In- 
dian victory. an Cane Whittaker tells the story, 
with earnestness and conviction, and we leave it as 
he tells it, with but two additional remarks: that 
he makes a strong prima-facie case, but that he is 
such an admirer and panegyrist of Custer that his 
advocacy is to be rded with caution.

THE MILITARY SALUTE.

Why the old, time-honored salute was abolish- 
ed, no one knows; but it is an interesting fact, 
and one probably unknown to most of our read- 
ers, that the old salute, which consisted of the 
hand being brought to a horizontal positiou 
over the eyebrows, has a very old origin, dat- 
ing, in fact, from the very commencement. of 
the history of the English army. Its origin is 
found in the tournaments of the middle ages, 
and was as follows: After the Queen of Beauty 
was enthroned, the knights who were to take 
parts in the sports of the day marched past the 
dias on which she sat, and, as they passed, they 
shielded their eyes from the rays of her — 
Such was the very interesting origin of the old

THE UNITED STATES COMMISSION. 

The National Commission is an outgrowth of the 
State Commissions. Ite work, under the able di- 
rection management of Prof. Spencer F. 
Baird, is so valuable and pronounced that it is 
really a national necessity that cannot well be dis- 
pensed with. The Professor has long been known 
as the most distinguished naturalist of our coun- 
try. —hence brings to bear talents of a order in 
the prosecution of the great work. Livingston 
Stone, whose name has already been mentioned, 
is a Deputy Commissioner as are also Mr. 
Charles G. Atkins, Fred Mather, and other distin - 
guished fish-culturists of the country. The work 
of the Commission is extensive and varied. The 
summer season is devoted tothe investigation of 
marine fishes, in which many scientitic men, labor- 
ing in special fields, assist. In there investigations, 
shell-fish, and every species of animated nature liv- 
ing in galt water, are studied and classified. During 
the spawning season of salmon the labors of the 
Commission are truly burdensome, in securing 
and hatching ova, and the distribution of e 
into nearly every State in the Union. While shad- 
hatching lasts, the attaches of the Commission a-e 
incessantly sourerse until the season closes. The 
shad-season in North Carolina begins in March and 
ends Inte in April: and, as the season advances, 
the Commission continues its operations along the 
New England, until the final close 
in June or Tuly takes place in Maine. Millions of 
shad ova are batched on the grounds where they 
are obtained, and the small fry are liberated where 
they were hatched.
